Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ridland requires four essential components to assemble the 
inventive catalyst. Simple amendment of present claims to include the leading phrase, "consisting essentially of 1 would 
overcome Ridland. 

The examiner has considered Applicants arguments completely. To date, it is the examiner's position that Applicant's 
claims do not overcome the prior art of Jackson. In its parsed (simplest) version, Applicant's claims are drawn to a 
catalyst comprised of (1) an aluminum species and (2) a phosphorus component bearing an aromatic substituent or 
group. Any reference disclosing these two components qualifies as adequate prior art for rejection purposes. Claim 1 
of Jackson teaches a catalyst comprised of (1) an aluminum species and (2) a phosphorus species. Claim 2 of Jackson 
teaches that the phosporus compound contains an aromatic group. Although the chemistry involved in making the 
polyester product and the properties of the polyester product may be markedly different, Applicants are reminded that 
what is CLAIMED is not conceptually different from what is taught in Jackson. As discussed, the prior art makes 
obvious the combination of both components (1) and (2), and therefore, Applicants claims do not overcome the 
teachings of the prior art. 

The examiner notes that the subject matter of claims 7, 14-16, and 21 (incorporation of group l/ll compounds) is not 
obvious over Jackson alone, and may be overcome by an appropriate showing of non-obviousness over the cited 
combination of Jackson and Aoyama. Also, the rejection over Jackson alone, may be overcome by including the 
subject matter of these dependent claims into their respective parent claims.
